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1. Claims 1-20 are presented for examination. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the elements of claim 1 related to the 
control signals output from the decoder for the various periods, the predetermined condition's 
effect on execution, the various timing relationships claimed, and what constitutes an instruction 
as opposed to an operation (i.e. is applicant claiming VLIW instructions and sub-instructions or 
what?) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

3. A flowchart might allow applicants to appropriately represent all the elements of claim 1 . 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 37 1 (c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

5. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by Holmann 
etal. (IP4 100493 70 A). 

6. JP10049370A is the printed Japanese application which is the priority document for 
Holmann et al. (5,815,698) which is also being supplied to applicant. 
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7. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by clearly 
anticipated by Holmann et al. (Patent No. 5,815,698). 

The applied reference has a common inventor and assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing 
under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived 
from the inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an 
appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131.
